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SULTAN NO LONGER CONTROLS | 


RUSSIA IS IRRITATED AT GER- 
MANY’S POLICY JusT Now. 


Turkey Has Sent Troops for Service 
on Servian and Bulgarian 
Frontier. 


LONDON, May 27.—The correspondent of 
The Standard at Constantinopie says: 
“The immediate entourage of the sultan 
favors ‘restoring Thessaly to Greece. The 
Turkish foreign minister has spoken on 
the subject in a conciliatory tone to the 
Baron Di Calice, the Austro-Hungarian 
ambassador, asking only a little delay that 
the public excitement may subside. 

“On the other hand the whole official 
and religious world, including the Sheik 
Ul Islam, denounces the idea of restora- 
tions, while every military measure points 
to retention. Even those who had sup- 
posed that the sultan was manufacturing 
the excitement to order to exact better 
terms of the powers are beginning to think 
he has gone too far and lost control of 
the situation. 

“Russia does not conceal] her extreme 
irritation at Germany’s policy, which is so 
openly and persistently directed against 
Russia that many Turks accuse Germany 
of deliberately plotting to produce a rup- 
ture between the two countries.” 

LONDON, May 27.—A dispatch to The 
Post from Constantinople says that the 
Turkish government has given orders for 
the forwarding of thirty battalions from 
Syria for service on the Servian and Bul- 
garian frontier and that six transports 
sailed yesterday (Thursday) under sealed 
orders. 


MORE FAVORABLE TO GREECE. 


Peace Negotiations Are Now Decidedly 
Better for the Greeks. 
London, May 2%.—The correspondent of 

The Times at Athens says: 

“The dispatches which the government 
has received from Greece abroad indicate 
that the peace negotiations have taken 
a turn more favorable to Greece. Tur- 
key’s proposal t@ occupy Thessaly no lon- 
ger receives any consideration owing to 
Engiand’s attitude, while the proposal to 
abolish the capitulations in the case of 
Greek subjects in Turkey is rejected and 
the suggested extradition treaty is appar- 
ently set aside. 

“The powers Kaye fixed 6,000,000 pounds 
as the highest limit of indemnity, and will 
allow only such a strategic alteration of 
the frontier as will not involve the subjec- 
tion of any inhabited district to Turkish 
rule. Germany’s demand for an interna- 
tional control of Greek finances has not 
been favorably received, as the govern- 
ment hopes to raise a loan abroad, on the 
grant of England, Russia and France, at 
low interest, to pay the indemnity con- 
eeding certain revenues, but not accepting 
the principle of foreign control.” 
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LEVEE BREAK AT EL PASO MAKES 
HUNDREDS HOMELESS. 


Great Confusion Reigns—The Business 
Portian of El] Paso Is in Danger 
of Being Flooded. 


Dallas, Tex., May 27.—A special to The 
News from El Paso says: “This morning 
the river showed a rise of six inches over 
last night, and the water was sweeping 
down the river at a terrific rate. 

“At 3 o’clock this afternoon the head- 
gate gave way, the river pouring into the 
The fire alarm was sounded to warn 
people in the lower districts, and in an instt 
stant the city was in such. wild 
confusion that for half an hour 
it was impossible to make any 
organized effort to take another stand 
against the waters, which were soon over 
the banks of the canal, inundating the ter- 
ritory through which it passed on both 
sides. : 

‘“The people living along the banks of the 
canal are of the poor laboring classes, and 
their homes were soon under water. 

“Fathers and mothers had to wade from 
their homes, carrying their children in 
their arms. 

“General Malloy, in charge of Old Fort 
Bliss, received a télegram from Depart- 
ment Quartermaster Sampson at San An- 
tonio authorizing him to allow the homeless 
to move into the houses of Old Fort Bliss. 

“The break this afternoon resulted in 
leaving at least 100 poor families homeless. 
The water at 6:30 was thfréatening the 
business portion. 

“One hundred feet of levee on the Mex!- 
can side had washed away, and quite a 
number of houses are flooded. Men are 
hard at work trying to save the two street 
railway bridges. If the river rises ten 
inches more It will flood the business por- 
tion of El Paso. 

*At 10 o'clock tonight the flood had brok- 
en through the second levee on Fourth 
street, and the waters had advanced to 
Second street, causing seyeral hundred more 
poor families to flee from their homes. 

“There will be over four hundred home- 
less families on the streets of El Paso 
tonight, and a large number of them ars 
without food, as they are labartne people, 
who have been fighting the floods instead 
of earning bread for the past fifteen days. 

‘The water is running in front of coun- 
ty jail and around the Texas and Pacitic 
depot. The river is reported falling.” 

Santa Fe, N. M., May 27.—A rise of 
eight inches in the Rio Grande is reported 
from the Colorado line today and it has 
been running continually over the Rio 
Grande watershed north of this city all

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SHOT AND SHELL 
SENT AFTER BOAT 


Spanish Warship Fires Upon Alexander 
Jones, a Filibuster. 


A SEARCHLIGHT REVEALS TUG 


Two Vessels from Wilmington, N. C., 
Land a Big Cargo. 


TRIP OVER MADE WITHOUT ANY EVENT 


One Boat on Its Return Has To Make 
a Hard Run To Escape a 
Man-of-War. , 


~Wilmington, N. C., May 27.—(Special.)— 
The filibuster Alexander Jones, Captain J. 
J. Adkins, that left here on the morning 
of the 14th instant, in company with the 
pilot boat John D. Long, with arms, am- 
munition, dynamite, etc., for Cuba, came 
in over the bar late last night on her re- 
turn from the Cuban coast. 

It is now known that the cargo of arms 
taken out by the Jones was transferred to 
the Long after the twain put to sea and 
that the Long. was turned over to the in- 
surgents and immediately abandoned by 
the steam tug. 

The filibusters approached the coast of 
Cuba on the morning of the 20th, under 
the cover of darkness. A Cuban pilot was 
aboard and there was no difficulty in locat- 
ing the place of jJanding. 

The night previous to the debarkation 
the searchlight of a Spanish cruiser was 
descried to the westward, but was too far 
distant to cause any alarm. 

When the Long and Jones reached the 
point of destination a convoy of insurgents 
under the command of an officer named 
Delgado, was waiting their arrival. 

The Jones, in order to evade the Span- 
fards, took a much out-of-the-way course 
on the home journey. 

Thursday night Captain Adkins was sur- 
prised by a Spanish warship approaching 
from a southwesterly direction. There was 
no light upon the man-of-war, which had 
been seen but a few moments when its big 
searchlight was thrown owt upon the sea. 

The Jones immediately changed her course 
and Captain Fisher was ordered to give 
“all she’d stand.” Directly a flash was 
seen coming from the bow of. the Spaniard 
and a moment later was heard the report 
of the cannon and the splash of the missile 
as it struck within a few hundred yards of 
ers gers 

Several shots were subsequently , fired but 
to no effect. 

The Jones soon hid away tn the darkness 
and left the Spaniard guessing.

THE FREIGHT TRAIN Wis RUNNING AWAY 


Eight of the Dead Were Stealing Ride 
in a Box Car—The Station Build- 


ing Was a 


Pocatello, Idaho, ae 7.—A head end 
collision between a freight and passenger 
train at American Falls, twenty-five miles 
west of here, at 4:30 O'clock, caused the 
death of nine men and the serious injury 
of eight others. 

Two of the latter will dle. 

This is the worst wreck that has occurred 
én the Short line in many years, 

The westbound passengep train was wait- 
ing for the freight at American Falits 
standing in front of thé station building. 
The freight coming east Fan away on the 
hill west of the Falls. If 1s thought the 
air brakes was tampered “with. 

The freight, running fifty miles an hour, 
crashed into the passenger train, which 
was already backing up in front of the 
station. Two men._were on the station plat- 
form, one was killed andthe other fatally 
injured. The station bailding was shat- 
tered. Both engines were converted into 
scrap iron and twenty’ freight cars piled up 


in a heap. 

Bight box car passengers, sheep shearers 
and tramps, were crushed to death. 

Up to noon five bodies had been taken 
out. bes 
George Moore, the énginéer of the freight, 
is seriously injured,.The fireman, Dick 
Cosgrove, had a leg broken and C. E. 
Heckman, engineer of’ the passenger, sus- 
tained slight injuries.

TENNESSEE TREASURY EMPTY 


WARRANTS ARE TURNED AWAY 
DAILY FOR WANT OF MONEY. 
In July the State Will Need $300,000 
Cash and May Have To Have a 
Legislative Session. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 27.—(Special.)—The 
state treasury is empty and every day war- 
rants are being turned down for want of 
money with which to pay them. 

There are now over $50,000 of warrants 
outstanding and by July ist, when the 
semi-annual interest of $220,000 is due the 
state will be something over $300,000 behind. 

The funding board has authority to bor- 
row money to meet the July interest and 
the legislature restored the tax rate to 4 
cents in an amendment to the revenue bill. 

The bill amending the revenue bill, how- 
ever, was signed by vernor Taylor be- 
fore the revenue bill Mself and the ques- 
tion has been raised as to the validity of 
the 40-cent rate.

Mayor Appling, after ordering him out, 
was about to call a policeman when Wii- 
lfams drew a revolver and opened fire on 
Appling, who fell dead at the first shot with 
a bullet in the heart. 

Montgomery Appling, who was standing 
behind the counter only a few feet away, 
snatched up a winchester rifle and began 
firing on the murderer. 

Williams received two rifle balls in his 
body, 
firing until he had emptied his pistol. 


but after he had fallen continued 
Andrew Richards, a clerk, was shot in 
the head by Williams while trying to es- 
cape. . 

It is thought both Duncan and Richards 


will die before tomorrow.

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Report Comes from Tallulah That

W. Marshall Clower, a prominent young 
commission man and broker of this city, 


fell headiong into the turbulent waters 
of Tallulah falls yesterday afternoon anda 
was dashed to death in the mad whifl- 
pools and on the rcecks. . | 

He was one of the excutsionists wlio 
went up yesterday with the conductors to 
picnic at the falls. He was fishing a min- 


ute before he met his death. 

Two versions of his death, one complete 
and the other very incomplete, reached 
the city last night.

Until it is 
found nothing can be told. 

According to the story told by the ex- 
cursionists who returned to Atlanta last 
night there was only one witness to this 
terrible accident—an Atfanta negro, Will 
Burks, who was with Mr. Clower. Both 
were walking along the high cliffs that 
surmount this swift stream tooking for 
a good place in which to cast their fish- 
ing lines; according to Burks. 

A stiff breeze was blowing at the time. 
When at one of the highest points of the 
cliff the hat of Clower blew off toward 
the edge of the stream and in endeavoring 
to regain it he lost his balaneé and fell 
in a tumbled heap into the rapid flowing 
waters beneath 

Saw Clower’s Dash to Death. 

The negro approached the edge and as he 
gazed over the cliff he saw Marshall Clow- 
er in the throes of death. He saw him 
give a sudden jerk and raise himself to a 
half sitting posture and then saw the — 
mighty current entwine the body, carrying 
it into the deepest part of the river. 

He cried for help and several gentlemen, 
who were a few hundred feet above the 
place where the accident occurred, hear- 
ing him, rushed to the negro. The news 
was quickly carried back to the pavilion 
where the pienickers were enjoying them- 
selves dancing. 

A searching party was immediately 
formed by Mr. W. V. Louraine, receiver 
of the Blue Ridge and Atlantic raliroad. 
Hundreds went to the edge of the cLff 
where the young man had fallen over and 
while gazing at the spot where he was last 
seen, a negro came up with the informa- 
tion that he had seen the body of Clower 
going over Tempesta falis. 

The searching party took boats and with 
draws searched beneath the roaring waters 
just below the falls. They only hoped te 
recover his dead body. ' 

A Terrible Fall. 

The top of the cliff over which Clower 
fell is thirty-five feet above the water. At 
its base the water is only a few feet deep 
and he was evidently killed by the fall, 
or so injured that to pull bimself from the 
grasp of the swift stream was impossible. 

Will Burks. negro who was with 
Clower, was so frightened over the terrt- 
bie accident that it was almost impossible 
to get him to speak. He was arrested and 
locked up until he could regain his speech 
to relate the circumstances of the

South Carolinian Files His Response to 
Letter of Appointment. 


PAPER IS A DIGNIFIED ONE 


The Appointee Says the Voters of the 
State Should Name Their 
Representatives. 


Columbia, 8. C., May 27.—(Special.)—Hon. 
John L. McLaurin today filed his letter ac- 
cepting the appointment tendered by Gov- 
ernor Ellerbe as United States senator. 

The letter is a manly, dignified one and 
shows conclusively that Mr. Mclaurin 
thinks the people of his state should say 
who shall represent them in the halls of 
the national congress. He declares he does 
not want the place unless the voters of 
the state say he is their choice. 

The letter says: 

“To His Excellency Hon. William H, El- 
lerbe, Governor of South Carolina, Colum- 
bia, & C. Dear Sir: Your notification of 
my appointment to the senate of the 
United States to fill the vacancy caused by 
the sad death of Senator Earie has been 
received. The pride and pleasure at the re- 
ceipt of such a distinguished honor is sad- 
dened and sobered by the thought that our 
state has lost one who, to my mind, was 
the ideal representative of the culture, in- 
telligence and refinement of southern civili- 
zation. 

‘With a profound consclousness of the 
responsibilities involved and an honest de- 
termination to represent as fare as I am 
able the interest of the entire people of 
our beloved state, I accept your appoint- 
ment. I desire, however, to say that I be- 
lieve that United States senators should be 
elected by a vote of the people; and as the 
constitution debars us that privilege, I sin- 
cerely trust that the democratic state ex- 
ecutive committee will, at its convenience, 
order a primary and give every democrat 
the chance of having a voice in the selec- 
tion of one to fill this, the highest office in 
,the gift of the people. I am not select- 
ed I will humbly acquiesce in the wishes of 
a majority of my fellow citizens. If I am 
selected I will have the proud consciousness 
of knowing that I am in fact truly the 
_ fepresentative of the people—the ,whoie 
~ people of the state of South Carolina. It 
is peculiarly gratifying to me to receive 
this appointment at your hands, but had 
not thp exigencies of the situation in the 

te demanded the immediate appoint-. 
meet of one somewhat familiar with the 
situation I would have requested you to 
hold the matter of appointment in abeyance 
until a primary election is ordered, whicn, 
I hope, the executive committee will see 
proper to do and other candidates see fit 
to enter. I shall at every meeting insist 
upon no one voting for me merely because 
I have been appointed to the position. I 
resign an office but little Inferier in dig- 
nity and honor. If I am to be continued in 
the senate I want it to be given me in an 
election where every citizen, however hum- 
ble he may be, can have an opportunity to 
e2ay so at the ballot box. 

“Nothing would geive me more pleasure 
than to represent South Carolina in the 
senate chamber of the United States after 
a free expression from the people them-

Excursionists Doubt the Negro. 

A number of the excursionists seem to 
doubt the story of the negro about seeing 
the body go over Tempesta falls, as this 
is several hundred feet below the cliffs. 
Yet the place is being searched. 

When the excursionists left the searching 
party was still in the stream looking for 
the body. The sheriff of the county has 
employed a number of men who will 
search tonight and tomorrow. 

As soon as the accident happened a tele- 
gram was sent to the father of the young 
man, who took the first train for Tallulah. 

Clowers’s Business Career. 

Marshall Clower promised to be one of 
the most prosperous brokers in the city. 
He came to Atlanta over eight years ago 
from Greenville, S. C., and started into the 
commission business. 

He was energetic and a hard worker. 
Only a few months ago he went into busi- 
ness with his father at 78 South Broad 
street, and he has succeeded in building up 
ea good trade. He was just twenty-one 
years old. | 

He took advantage of the excursion rates 
to go to Tallulah to attend to business con- 
nected with his firm. He has several] cus- 
tomers in the town and he intended to 
transact his business upon his return from 
the fishing trip. 

Another sad chapter of the horrible ac- 
‘cident will be the grief of a young lady in 
Missouri, who was the fiancee of the 
drowned man. Clower met her here during 
the exposition and has since carried on a 
regular correspondence. It was stated by 
one of his friends yesterday that Clower 
had told him he was going to Missouri at 
an early date to bring back his bride. 

The family of Marshall Clower are deep- 
ly distressed over the accident. Mr. Clow- 
er, the father of the young man is now in 
Tallulah, where he will remain until the 
body. is recovered or until he feels satisfied 
that further search is useless.

THE JUDGE CONFIRMS A SALE 


Dause, Liquor Dealer, Loses His Case, 
_Appealed to the Superior Court. 


Macon News. 


Macon, Ga., May 27.—(@Special.)}—The case 
of Hubbard Bros. &.Co.; of New York, v3. 
the Postal Telegraph and Cable Company 
was dismissed by Judge Speer in the fea- 
eral court this morning on the grounds 
that all of the parties at interest are resi- 
dents of the state of New York, and that 
his court had no authority whatever in the 
case, 

The foundation for this suit against the 
Postal Telegraph Company was the short- 
age of Henry Morris about two years ago, 
who was at that time manager of the tele- 
graph company. 

He speculated tn futures and@ lost. His 
speculations were conducted through the 
firm of Hubbard Bros. & Co. He kept up 
his sepculations until he had lost so heavi- 
ly that there was but one chance left, 
and that was to risk all on one move. This 
he did, forging the name of the American 
National bank to a message buying enough 
contracta to cover his shortage in case he 
won. He lost and ran away. 

The amount of his shortage was about 
$2,000, which Hubbard Bros. & Co. claimed 
the Postal Telegraph Company was liable 
for as Morris was their agent, but it seems 
that Morris was also agent for Hubbard 
Bros. & Co. at Macon. 

Carswell’s Suit Deferred. 

The case of Rufus H. Carswell against 
the Macon Gas Light and Motor Company, 
came up for hearing before Judge Speer 
this morning. The court announced that 
for reasons best known to itself, the case 
would be deferrel until some future day. 
No specific date was given. 

The general opinion is that the bond- 
holders are playing for more time in which 
to perfect their plans. 

Sale Is Confirmed. 

The sale of the Sperry & Strong prop- 
erty, which was made some time ago by 
Receiver Plant, under the direction of the 
court, was confirmed by Judge Speer this 
morning. This settles all the differences 
that ever hitherto existed between these 
two gentlemen.

stock of goods sold in original packages. 

After the decision of the superior court, 
Daus paid the fine a3 imposed by the 
recorder. 

The case will be appealed to the supreme 
court, and will be watched with interest 
by the wholesale liquor dealers of the state.

MORE COTTON MILLS 

Augusta Is Nearly Doubling the Spindles 
in Some of the Factories. 


CITY WILL REMAIN NEUTRAL 


The Southern Has Acquired a Good 
Thing in the Augusta and 
Summerville. 


Augusta, Ga., May 27.—(Special.)—Augus- 
ta’s. latest cotton mill is already getting 
ready for enlargement. The Aiken Manu- 
facturing Company will build a large ex- 
tension to their cotton mill at Bath, 8. C., 
right away. Plans have beo2n drawn and 
bids for the work are now being made and 
the. building will begin as soon as the es- 
timates are all in and the contract can be 
awarded. 

The extension will add 12,000 spindles to 
the mill and will make its total number 
27,000, almost doubling its present capacity. 

There is also about forty-five new dwell- 
ings te be built for operatives, which will 
add materially to the growth and develop- 
ment of Bath. 

This little place is five miles from Augus- 
ta, in Carolina, but the headquarters are 
in Augusta, and it is counted among Au- 
gusta’s mills. 

The coup of the Southern, Central and 
Western Carolina railways in buying the 
Augusta and Summerville railway stock 
through Attorney Henry Crawford is the 
talk of the town today, and the general 
opinion seems to be that the Georgia rail- 
road has been euchred by the shrewd rail- 
road lawyer of Thomas & Ryan. 

Today, Mayor Young, in talking on the 
situation, said: 

“Yes, the city has done everything that 
we could and we propose toido so in the 
future. You may be sure titat no action 
of the city will strengthen the position of 
one railroad or set of railroads against 
another, as far as the city can prevent, 
The railroads must settle their own differ- 
ences and the city is most anxious that 
they do so satisfactorily.’’ 

Continuing, the mayor said: 

“To show you that we have sought in 
every way to be perfectly fair and to pro- 
tect every line entering the city, we signed 
a contract with the railroads, pending the 
litigation between the city and the Augusta 
and Summerville railroad, providing that 
the railroads would purchase from the Au- 
gusta and Summerville rallroad the tracks, 
rights, etc., of that company if the litiga- 
tion was decided against the Augusta and 
Summerville railroad. 

‘“This,’’ said the mayor, “‘is just what has 
been done by three of the roads, and it {s 
not the fault of the city if the Georgta 
and the South Carolina and Georgia refused 
to go into the agreement. There is no 
reason why the Georgia and the Georgia 
and South Carolina should not have ac- 
cepted the city’s terms, and in fact made 
the purchase of the Augusta and Summer- 
ville instead of the three other roads.” 

What will be the outcome !s at present 
only a matter of surmise, but the general 
opinion seems to be that the Georgia and 
the South Carolina and Georgia railroads 
will have to pay well to their shrewder 
rivals for privileges which they might have 
been joint owners to, if they had been 
wise and got in on the ground floor. 

Call Away from Funeral Cortege. 

The body of W. E. Harrell, the Savannah 
fireman, who died yesterday in consequence 
of a fall he received from the tower of his 
engine house, was brought to Augusta this 
morning for interment, the city being his 
former home. 

The body was met at the depot this 
morning by a delegation of Augusta fire- 
men and a committee from Vigilant lodge, 
Knights of Pythias, which escorted it to 
the cemetery chapel. A squad of Augusta 
firemen acted as pallbearers for the dead 
fireman, and a singular coincidence result- 
ed. While the body was being escorted to 
the Central railway depot at Savannah 
last night an alarm of fire was rung in 
and the chief of the department had to 
leave the escorting party and go to the 
blaze. Strange to say, the same thing 
happened this morning here. Chief Row- 
lett. who met the body at the depot on the 
arrival of the train had to leave to attend 
@ fire at the Riverside mills.

VEST LEADS TRE OPPOSITION TO THE BILL 


Report as Submitted by the Finance 
Committee Was Agreed To as 
Far as It Went. 


Washington, May 27.—The senate made 
good progres¢ on the tariff bill today, dis- 
. posing of about ten pages. 

Several votes were taken during the day, 
the finance committee being sustained in 
nag case by majorities varying frum 6 

0 19. 

The drug schedule was under discussion 
and the debate wes largely technical. 

Occasionally, however, ft branched off to 
general phases of the tariff, although at no 
time during the day was there a speech of 
more than five ininutes’ duration. 

Before taking up the tariff bill the final 
conference report on the sundry civil bill 
was agreed to, including the provisions sus- 
pending until March ist next the executive 
order creating extensive forest reserves. 

The tariff bill was taken up at 2 o'clock 
and the formal consideration of the meas- 
ure by paragraphs proceeded. 

Mr. Vest, of Missouri, moved an amend- 
ment to paragraph 10, so as to fix the rate 
of crude borax at 114c and refined borax at 
2c per pound. After brief debate the 
amendment was disagreed to without di- 
vision. The committee’s substitute was 
agreed to. 

When paragraph 19, relating to barks, 
beans and like drugs was reached, Mr. Ald- 
rich moved an amendment of %c per pound 
in addition to the 10 per cent provided by 
the bill. Mr. Aldrich said the foreigners 
were securing the trade on these poorer 
classes of drugs under the present arrange- 
ment. 

Mr. Vest questioned this, saying the 
Americans controlled the market and ex- 
ported $900,000 last year. He demanded a roll 
call, on which the Aldrich amendment was 
agreed to 35 to 21. 

The vote was a party one, except that 
Jones and Stewart, of Nevada, and Petti- 
grew, of South Dakota, voted in the af- 
firmative. 

Committee amendments were agreed to on 
licorice, extract, chicle, magnesia, alisarine 
assistant, cotton seed oil, poppy seed oil, 
fusel oil, peppermint oil. 

Aldrich withdrew the committee amend- 
ment on opium prepared for smoking, leav- 
ing it at $6 per pound. 

‘Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, resisted the other 
features of the opium paragraph, saying 
great increases had been made on a drug 
of universal use. He moved to amend the 
rate on morphine from $1 to 50 cents per 
ounce and said he would later move to 
place crude and unmanufactured opium on 
the free list. Mr. Jones’s amendment was 
disagreed to—yeas, 24; nays, 39. 

Mr. McEnery, Louisiana, and Messrs. 
Pettigrew, Kyle and Stewart voted with 
the republicans, and Mr. Heitfela with the 
democrats. 

In other respects the vote was on party 
lines. 

The paint paragraph led to some debate. 
Mr. Aldrich stated that the ‘increase was 
justified as a mesure of protection to the 
American paint makers. 

Mr. Vest answered that the export of 
$880,000 worth of paint refuted the claim 
that the producers needed more protec- 
tion. The paragraph was agreed to, how- 
ever, without a vote. 

On lead, litharge, Mr. Vest moved an 
amendment to reduce the duty from 2% 
cents to 2 cents, which was agreed to 
without division. 

Mr. Aldrich offered a committee amend- 
ment to increase chlorate of potash from 
2% cents to 2 cents. This was resisted 
by Mr. Vest, who said the article was 
required in manufacturing in cotton goods. 
He made a general plea against taxing 
raw materials. 

Mr. Platt, of Connecticut, said the change 
was designed to free the United States 
from dependence on the united trust 
of England and encourage an American 
company which proposes to utilize the 
power of Niagara falls. , 

“I am too much of an American,” re- 
marked Mr. Vest, “to think that Niagara 
falls needs any protection company to 
permit competition with foreign produc- 
ers.”’ 

Senators Caffery, Chilton and Gray 
spoke against the proposed rate and 
Messrs. Gallinger, of New Hampshire, and 
Gear, of Iowa, for it. Mr. Gallinger stated 
that this started a new American indus- 
try just as protection had started the tin 
plate industry. 

“You can build up anything if you only 
give subsidy enough,” declared Mr. Gray. 
“You can grow oranges under glass in 
New Hampshire.” 

Mr. Aldrich’s amendment increasing the 
rate on chlorate of potassium to 2% cents 
Was agreed to—yeas 33; nays 27. 

Messrs. Jones, Stewart and Cannon voted 
with the Republicans, and Harrjs, of 
Kansas; Heitfeld and Kyle with the 
democrats. 

The committee amendments were agreed 
to on ochre, orange mineral, red lead, 
varnish, vermillion red, white lead, oxide 
of zine paints, acetate of lead, caustic 
potash and prussiate of potash. 

At 520 p. m. Mr, Aldrich said that in 
view of the good progress made he would 
expect to have the bill laid aside. 

Up to that time paragraph 63, relating 
to potash, had been disposed of. The 
senate held a brief executive session and 


then adjourned.

Washingion, May 27.—(Special.)}—It is be- 
coming a perscras matter with republican 
senators. The bitternesses engendered by 
the tariff discussion is breaking out in 
various Ways. 

Late last night when the republican eteer- 
ing committee of the senate was closeted 
at the Arlington, Senator Hawley, of Con- 
necticut, and Senator Aldrich, of Rhode 
Island, clashed eaend came very near re- 
sorting to blows. 

There is a difference of opinion as to 
what they fell out about, but for a time it 
looked as if their republican brethren could 
not keep them apart. Today they are talk- 
ing of peace but there is much bad blood 
among the republicans and further clashes 
are inevitable. 

Aldrich is the cne man who understands 
the inside facts about the tariff bill and 
he is inclined to take credit unto himself 
for a superior knowledge that is offensive 
to his fellow senators. He tells his col- 
leagues that they must take this bill or 
none. Some republicans have gone so 
far as tu say they prefer to have none 
rather than indorse the sugar schedule 
which they are denouncing as barefaced 
robbery, but the probability is the party 
lash will get in its work on them at the 
proper time and they will do the bidding of 
the trusts, carrying out Mark Hanna’s con- 
tract with them. 


Milner’s Commission Held Up. 

And now it is the Jonesboro postoffice 
which brings a charge of republican bar- 
gain and sale. 

Today Congressman Livingston had the 
commission of G. A. Milner held up pend- 
ing the investigation of charges which 
were placed on file against him. The most 
serious charge is that Milner, who ts a 
populist, bought the indorsement of the 
republican county committeee. 

It is also alleged that Milner has made 
a trade by which he proposes to farm out 
the office to his bondsmen. 

Mr. Milner lives in Oak district of Clay- 
ton county, in the extreme northeastern 
part of the county, and his most direct 
route to Jonesboro is through Riverdale, 
where there is a postoffice. The postoffice 
regulations provide that a postmaster must 
reside within the delivery of the office. If 
that means, he must so reside when ap- 
pointed, Milner is not eligible. 

The citizens of Jonesboro seem to be very 
much stirred up about the appointment, 


Vaughan Is District Attorney. 

William Vaughan, of Birmingham, wae 
today nominated by the president to be 
district attorney for =s northern district 
of Alabama. The appomMtment has createa 
no surprise, for it has been stated from the 
first. 

Vaughan is the most active republican m 
northern Alabama, and is chairman of tne 
state committee. With Colonel Youngblood, 
he is a joint dispenser of patronage for the 
state. 

The appointment, however, settles the 
policy of the administration in one respect. 
That is the term of office of the democratic 
incumbent dates from his appointment, nov 
from his confirmation. The present district 
attorney was appointed in (May, 1893, but 
was not confirmed until August. A good 
many cases are aifected by this decision of 
the administration, which reverses the 
early declarations on this point. 


Call Wants an Office. 

When they once get a taste of it they 
can’t let go. Ex-Senator Call is the latest. 
He was at the white house today to sug- 
gest to the president that he would like 
to be one of the democratic members of 
the Dawes Indian commission. 

Senator Call’s list of indorsements in- 
cludes a large majority of his late col- 
leagues and some of these are taking an 
active interest in his behalf. He did not 
get to see the president, as there were too 
many ahead of him, but he will go again. 

There does not seem much chance) for 
democrats on that “non-partisan” commis- 
sion, however. The president recently sug-

TASKS TILLMAN IF HE 


COLLECTED REBATES 


General Butler Gets Next to the Senator 
with Some Questions. 


OLD SORES ARE REOPENED 


Ex-Senator Says Ex-Governor Has 
Been Derelict in Discharge of Duties. 


INTIMATES HE MAY HAVE BEEN WORSE 


Called on Carolina Reformer To Show 
What He Has Done with Rebates 
That Were Promised. 


Columbia, S. C., May 27.—(Special.)—Gen- 
eral M. C. Butler is prodding Senator 
Tillman. He has written a letter reopening 
some of the whisky rebate charges against 
the senator in the campaign three years 
ago. 

He says he has reliable information tRat 
by the terms of the whisky trust agree- 
ment, every member of the trust was 
bound to pay a rebate of 7 cents a gallon 
to all who purchased a thousand gallons 
Or upward; that the mill creek distillery, 
of Ohio, was a member of the trust. and 
bound to return this rebate: that as Gov- 
ernor Tillman, as chairman of the board 
of control, and the sole responsible head, 
had purchased large quantities of liquor 
from the Mill Creek distillery, he ought 
to have received large sums from the Mill 
Creek distillery, running up into the thou- 
sands of dollars. 

“T have maintained,” says General Butler, 
“that there were but two alternatives, 
either Governor Tillman had collected the 
thousands of dollars of rebates from the 
Mill Creek distillery and not accounted for 
them, or had been guilty of a grave and 
censurable dereliction of official duty itn not 
collecting the rebates and turning them into 
the state treasury for the benefit of the 
taxpayers.”’ 

Senaor Tillman, he says, has never ex- 
plained this matter, except in ‘‘an outburst 
of course ribaldry and unseemly passion.” 
‘*‘Suspicion of crookedness,’’ General But- 
ler continues, ‘“‘has been intensified by-a re- 
mark by Governor Evans, his friend and 
cOlaborer in the dispensary business is 
charged with having made to Mixson, late 
chief inspector, to the effect that ‘Ben Till- 
man had lined his pockets with rebates,’ 
and further by récent intimations and sug- 
gestions on the same line from some of 
Governor Tillman’s closest and generally 
supposed most confidential, personal und 
political friends. 

“Now the simple and only question as to 
this breach of the dispensary management, 
involving hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars to the taxpayers is, were the rebates 
of 7 cents per gallon collected from the 
Mill Creek distillery and other whisky 
dealers, and if not, why not? 

“Tillman cannot sidetrack this momen- 
tous issue by tifades of abuse against 
newspapers, and any and everybody who 
chooses to exercise dMeir rights as free and 
unterrified citizens.” 


BRADY MUST PAY THE FINES. 


Case from Dublin Has Been Final ly 
Disposed of by Supreme Court. 
Dublin, Ga., May 27.—(Special.)—Formal! 
notification of the decision of the state 
supreme court in the case of J. S. Brady 
against the city of Dublin was received 
yesterday. Brady was rearrested and is 
now in Charge of Chief Marshal Belcher. 
This morning he is making efforts to 
raise the amount of the several sentences 
which have been over him for the past 
two years, aggregating $800. and it is 
thought that he will succeed, as he and 
his wife own valuable city property. 
Two years ago J. S. Brady, who up to 
the time of his trouble, was an active 
business man in Dublin, was convicted in 
the mayor’s court for violations of the 
city ordinances, principally for illegally 
selling whisky, and was given sentences 
to work on the streets or to pay fines 
amounting in all to about $700. His attor- 
ney, Colonel Preston, of Macon, had the 
cases certioraried to the superior court, 
which affirmed the judgment of the mayor. 
The cases were then taken to the supreme 
court, but were dismissed on account of 
the failure of the piaintiff to appear. 
Brady was arrested and placed in the 
counsy jail, but] his attorneys appeared be- 
fore Ordinary Smithin July, 1895,and had 
the prisoner released under a writ of habeas 
corpus. Then the attorneys for the city, 
Messrs. Wade, Daley and Chappell, car- 
ried the casé by certiorari to the judge 
of the superior court. who reversed the 
decision of the ordinary. 
The case was finally taken by appeal 
to the supreme court, which has just af- 
firmed Judge Hart's decision.

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HAVEMEYER WAS — 
NOT IN CONTEMPT 


Judge Bradley Instructed the Jury To 
Give an Acquittal. 


THE DEFENDANT IS SATISFIED 


Ruled That Witness Could Not Answer 
Questions When He Was ignorant. 


DID WOT CONSIDER JURISDICTION QUESTION 


Declares Committee’s Inquiries Were 
Partly Replied To—Decree Was 
a Long One, :

Washington, May 27.—‘Certainly 
satisfied with the verdict,” said H. 
Havemeyer, the sugar king, to an Associ- 
ated Press reporter a few minutes after 
the judge had fead the verdict of not 


guilty. 

“The verdict,”” he continued, 
be satisfactory to every decent man in this 
and every other community.” 

That was the only expression the presi- 
dent of the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany would make upon the result of his 
trial which had been in progress for three 
days before Judge Pradley. 

The verdict was the culmination of 4 
long legal battle, which began three years 
ago, when Havemeyer declined as a wit- 
ness before the senate sugar investigating 
committee to furnish the committee with 
data as to the political contributions made 
by the company of which he is president to 


the local and state campaign of 1892 and 
1893. 

Broker Chapman, around whom the pre- 
liminary battle waged, was found guilty 
and is now serving a thirty-day sentence 
in the district jail. 

When the government rested its case 
yesterday the defense moved that the 
court instruct the jury to order an ac- 
quittal on six grounds, the principal one 
of which was that the committee did not 
have jurisdiction and that the question 
asked was not pertinent. This morning 
the court sustained the motion. 

Although the verdict of ‘‘not guilty’’ was 
given by the jury, it was a verdict re- 
turned under thé court’s direction and 
amounted practically to the judge’s throw- 
ing the case out of court. 

Judge Bradley in announcing his decision 
said that the propositions upon which the 
motion for the defense was founded in- 
volved questions of great importance on 
the question which could not be decided by 
the court without the most careful con- 
sideration, especially that one which re- 
lated to the power and jurisdiction of the 
special committee appointed by the United 
States senate. 

It has been impossible for the court in 
the few minutes since the argument ter- 
minated to consider carefully and accurate- 
ly the grave questions involved. But hold- 
ing that question in abeyance the court 
had given enough considération to the 
other questions involved to enable it to 
dispose of the motion of the defense. 

Judge Bradley then proceeded carefully 
to review the indictment. He read. the 
Statute prescribing the punishment—fine 
and imprisonment—for default or refusal 
to answer questions of a congressional 
committee and reviewed the decisions of 
the court of appeals and the supreme court 
in the Chapman case. 

The questions asked of Mr. Havemeyer 
and Mr. Chapman differed somewhat, he 
said. The facts as shown tended to estab- 
lish the facts as given in the indictment. 
But, he asked, was the defendant guilty 
of contempt? This he said depended upon 
two propositions: First, did the committee 
have jurisdiction and was the question 
pertinent; second, did the question demand 
facts within the possession of the witness. 
A negative to either of these propositions, 
the judge said, would require the court to 
sustain the motion. 

The witness, the Judge said, was not ask- 
ed to produce the books which would show 
the data as to local and state political con- 
tributions, but the data from those books. 
He was nc§& asked as to anything within his 
knowledge or recollection. Judge Bradley 
then read the question in extenso. Part of 
that question Mr. Havemeyer had answered. 
He had said there were no contributions as 
to national matters; as to state and local, 
he had said there were contributions, but of 
their particulars he had no personal knowl- 
edge. Could it be contended, the judge 
asked, that Mr. Havemeyer had personal 
knowledge of this data? He thought not. 
The witness was expected to give any facts 
“within his knowledge.”” He was not called 
upon to prepare himself for any question 
the committee might ask. He was only 
summoned to give “competent testimony,”’ 
not to give data from revords and books.

Could it be beld that the witness was in. 


default when he refused to answer ques- 
tions beyond his knowledge? Could he be 
held in default for failure to produce the 
books, when he was not served with a 
summons duces tecum? 

Judge Bradley said he had sought prece- 

dents and had found a case somewhat in 
point. A defendant was ordered to produce 
his books before a referee. He did so and 
was ordered to leave them for examination. 
This the defendant declined to do and the 
court held that he was not in contempt, be- 
cause in the summons he was not ordered 
to leave the books. Several other cases on 
the same lines were cited. Moreover, the 
judge continued, there was no evidence that 
an examination of the books, had one been 
made, would have refreshed a dormant 
memory. 
“Mr. Havemeyer had testified, said the 
judge, as to the contributions for state and 
toeal elections, he had stated that he had 
to particular data and the law did not re- 
quire him to produce the books. The alle- 
gation was that he had refused to answer 
the questions, the proof was that he had 
answered them. 

“No court in christendom,” said the judge, 
im conclusion, “would hold him guilty of 
contempt, and if he ifs not guilty of con- 
tempt, then this case is baseless. It Is not 
necessary to decide whether the senate 
committee had jurisdiction to inquire 
whether the sugar corporation had 
contributed to state and local cam- 
paigns. When the question is raised the 
court will decide it. There are other sub- 
sidiary questions in support of the motion 
of the defense, but ft is unnecessary to go 
into them now. The court sustains the mo- 
tion and instructs the jury to return a ver- 
dict of not guihy.”

The canton 
of St. Gall leads with 1,230,630 trees, while 
Zurich planted only 95,110 during the avove 
stated period. All of these piants were 
raised and supplied by the Swiss forestry 
experimental station and the total expense 
incurred amounted to $63,309, of which the 
federal government contributed $27,279."

into the conditions created by money 
that is more valuable than anything it 
can buy, and which, at this moment, is 
at a premium over the legal value in 
England.

These figures do not include the failures 
and liquidations that have taken place 
this year. 

All the national banks, except a few 
of the very strongest, are feeling the 
effects of the general stagnation in busi- 
ness. and the result is a general move- 
ment among them in the direction of 
consolidation. A large New York bank 
has been absorbed by a larger one. The 
Columbian bank at Washington is said 
to be organizing a trust among the tanks 
of that city, and already controls the 
National Bank of the Republic and the 
Metropolitan National bank. Two of 
the national banks at Kansas City have 
combined, the weaker passing into the 
hands of the stronger. The conditions 
which compel the movement were fore- 
told by The Constitution three years 
ago, and no gift of prophecy was neces- 
sary. 

Mr. Hitchcock. in The Sun. after rhow- 
ing that there is no demand fur money, 
discusses the proposition to establish 
land mortgage banks. He points out 
that the amount of money poured out 
by the east on western and southern 
farm mortgages has never been accu- 
rately computed, but according to the 
census of 1890, the total amount of mort- 
gages on farm land in force in that year 
in states west of New York and south 
of Maryland is nearly two thousand mil- 
lions. 

To this information, Mr. Huicnesck 
adds a word of comment. “How much 
of this amount has been irretrievably 


lost. no statistics show,” he says, “Lut

more than half the value of the proper- 
ty on which they had loaned money. 
Whether they are really blind as to the 
results of the single gold standard, or 
whether they are willing to lose with 
one hand in order to gain with the 
other, is a question which we are unable 
to determine. but these results have 
piayed havoc with their farm mortgages, 

The value of agricultural lands de- 
pends on the money returns of the prod- 
ucts raised thereon. When Mr. Cleve- 
land, to please these money-lenders, de- 
clared that all the currency of the coun- 
try is redeemable in gold, he not only 
wiped out the marketable value of farm 
lands, but placed it out of the power of 
the farmers to pay off their mortgages. 
The holders of the mortgages may have 
been “inveigled” into making loans on 
farm lands, but how could they be “in- 
veigled” into indorsing a measure of 
value that makes money (which ovght 
to be a mere instrument of exchange) 
the most valuable of all forms of prop- 
erty? 

The Sun’s financial editor says that 
the things for farmers to do “is to lay by 
money out of their earnings, year by 
year, until they have enough of their 
own and do not have to borrow.” This is 
wery comfortable doctrine. But when, by 
reason of the doubled value of money, 
the products of the farm have steadily 
shrunk in selling price in the markets, 
how can Mr. Hitchcock expect the farm- 
ers to lay by money? As a matter of 
fact, the farmers and those who depend 
directly on them have money enough to 
buy only the bare necessities beyond 
those which they produce. It is on this 
account that the trade and commerce 
of the country have come to a stand- 
still. 

Perhaps the financial editor of The 
Sun by reasoning from what has hap- 
pened, is able to look ahead.

Proposed Irish Reforms, 
Ireland may yet participate in the 
‘festivities attendant upon the sixtieth 
anniversary of Queen Victoria’s reign. 

For some time it looked as if the green 
isle, on account of its peculiar tribula- 
tions, would have no heart to engage in 
the approaching carnival, but within the 
last few days much of the gloom which 
has hovered over the country has been 
dispelled. 

The reason for this change is found 
in the agricultural relief and local self- 
government measure recently proposed 
by the British government. Though it 
does not create a Dublin parliament, nor 
refund to the Irish people the excessive 
taxes collected out of their pockets dur- 
ing the past thirty-five or forty years, it 
is, nevertheless, in the nature of a sub- 
stantial concession to Irish interests. It 
provides for a reduction of agricultural 
taxes to the extent of $3,250,000. Of this 
amount $1,250,000 will go to the relief of 
landlords, and $2,000,000 to the relief of 
tenants. It also provides for a system of 
local government in Ireland which places 
the management of home affairs largely 
in the hands of Irishmen themselves. In 
the belief that home rule will ultimately 
follow this concession, the measure is 
warmly supported by all political par- 
ties and factions in Ireland. It has yet 
to be enacted by parliament, however, 
and some time must elapse before the 
reforms therein contemplated are really 
granted to the Irish people. 


A Grourdless Complaint. 

In a recent interview on the subject of 
state emigration Dr. J. C. Curryer, of 
the Minnesota Farmers’ institute, com- 
plains that Georgia has not made satis- 
factory provision for supplying data to 
prospective emigr»nts from the north- 
west concerning her matcrial resources 
and advantages; and that because of the 
state’s failure in this respect inquiring 
parties are forced either to visit the state 
in person or else to adopt some other 
difficult means of securing intormaticn. 

Before addressing ourselves to this 
complaint it is well to notice what Dr. 
Curryer says further. In this same in- 
terview he states that on account of the 
popular idea prevailing in the northwest 
that Georgia is the state in which to 
settle, he has found it necessary to visit 
this section himself for the purpose. of 
collecting data to carry back with him. 
In regard to his visit he is kind enough to 
state that what he discovered while here 
more than convinced him 0! Georgias 
extraordinary resources but that in cr- 
der to make his data complete, it would 
be necessary for him to come back again 
in the fall. 

Without criticizing Dr. Curryer, who 
seems to be intent upon getting all the 
light he can, it is evident from the tone 
of this complaint that he has not put 
himself in communication with the de- 
partment of agriculture. Had he simply 
addressed a letter to Commissioner Nes- 
bitt, or made it convenient to call uren 
him during his visit to this state, the 
difficulty of which he compiains might 
have been effectually removed. Georgia 
has never had a more vigilant «r en- 
terprising officer in charge of her agri- 
cultural department than Commissioner 
Nesbitt, and had Dr. Curryer apriied to 
him or to the department for nforma- 
tion he would have been supplied in a 
most satisfactory manner. | 

While the state has never made any 
definite appropriation for agricultural 
literature, Commissioner Nesbitt has 
managed out of the meager sum annual- 
ly appropriated to his department to 
gather up official data concerning the re- 
sources of the state and to publish it in 
pamphlet form. Recently some ten thou- 
sand pamphlets were issued by the de- 
partment for the special purpose of 
meeting the wants of home seekers. 
These pamphlets treated the subject of 
Georgia’s resources exhaustively, and 
left nothing untouched which could pos-

filled the most rigid requirements of his 
office and no complaint could have been 
preferred against him; but not satisfied 
with merely issuing these pamphlets, he 
has since compiled with great difficulty 
a most elaborate handbook of Georgia, 
containing some 500 pages. This volume 
not only deals with the resources of 
the state in a general way, but also spec- 
ifies the inducements which each indi- 
vidual county in the state affords to 
immigration. A more satisfactory vol- 
ume has never been published, either 
in Georgia or elsewhere. 

There is only one way to judge of the 
work which the agricultural department 
of the state is doing to interest home- 
seekers, and that is by its results, With- 
in the past few years Georgia has furn- 
ished more homes to immigrants than 
any two other southern states, and 
scarcely a day passes without bringing 
to the commissioner’s office letters of 
inquiry from the northwest. When Dr. 
Curryer returns to Georgia next tall it 
is to be hoped that he will take Com- 
missioner Nesbitt into his confidence, 


Intemperance and Hard Times. 

Unmistakable indications of the hard 
times through which this country has 
passed since 1893 may be found without 
going very far. One of the most*con- 
vincing of these signs, however, is furn- 
ished by a table published in The New 
York World, showing the amount of ar- 
dent spirits consumed in the United 
States per capita during the past few 
years. 

In 1892, before the present era of de- 
préssion commenced, there were nearly 
100,000,000 gallons of whisky sold in 
this country, or 1.5 gallons to every 
man, woman and child. In 1896 the 
per capita amount of whisky sold in the 
United States‘amounted to only one gal- 
lon. The following table shows in de- 
tail the gradual decline which has taken 


place in the sale of liquors since 1892:

While it would be far more gratifying 
to account for the decline in liquor re- 
ceipts by ascribing it to a growing sen- 
timent in favor of temperance, such is, 
unhappily, not the case, and the only 
explanation consistent with the facts is 
the one of hard times.

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A Growing Sentiment. 

The proposition recently advanced to 
refer the matter of preparing a truth- 
ful history of the late war to a commis- 
sion composed of leading educators se- 
lected from both sections of the coun- 
try seems to be meeting with general 


favor. 

Leading newspapers, both north and 
south, have cordially espoused the idea, 
and there seems to be little or no oppo- 
sition. One of the most significant 
expressions on the subjett comes from 
the Wisconsin department of the Grand 
Army of the Republic. At a recent 
meeting the Gepartment adopted the 
following preamble and resolutions: 

Whereas, The war between the north and 
south ended nearly a third of a century 
ago—ended to the honor and glory of the 
best government ever vouchsafed to man- 
kind; and, 

Whereas, There has not yet been prepar- 
ed for use in the public schools of the 
United States chapters on that great war 
fcr a school history that does exact jus- 
tice to states, armies, battles and leaders, 
and are satisfactory to both north and 
south; and, 7 

Whereas, Such chapters in a school his- 
tory are most desirable, and would be of in- 
calculable benefit to the country in proper 
instruction of the youth; therefore be it 

Resolved, That it is the belief of the de- 
partment of Wisconsin, Grand Army of the 
Republic, that the surest, quickest, easiest 
and best way to secure such chapters for a 
national school history is to select for the 
work a commission of distinguished educa- 
tors from the ranks of the contending ar- 
mies in the contest from 186] to 1865. 

Resolved, That our representatives to the 
national encampment, which meets at Buf- 
falo next August, be requested to present 
this matter to that honorable body. 

Within the next few weeks it is like- 
ly that similar action will be taken by 
other organizations, both federal and 
confederate. That the alleged history 
recently prepared by Professor J. B. 
McMaster, of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, is destined to meet with the 
hearty disapproval of the Grand Army

PAST TARIFF FILLs 


And the Time Taken by Each on Their 
Way Through Congress. 

James Creelman in The New York Journal, 

The history of all the tariff bills that 
have been before congress in the past fifty 
years shows that the tendency to debate 
such measures has been steadily growing. 
More time is consumed each time a revenue 


measure comes up. 

The Walker tariff, which became a law 
July 30, 1846, was debated in the house of 
representatives for twelve days, and fifteen 
days were taken for its discussion in the 
senate. Many of the speeches delivered 
were not printed in The Giobe, as The Rec- 
ord was then known. The statesmen of 
that day had not thoroughly awakened to 
the thhospitalities of extending his remarks 
for the benefit of his constituents. 

More trouble was experienced in getting 
the Morrill act before congress than there 
was in debating it and passing it once it 
came before either thouge. The bill was 
introduced in the house% ‘ch 12, 1860, 
and it was one year, except ten days, until 
it became a law. The bill was under dis- 
cussion in the House eighteen days. It 
passed May 10th; and the same day was 
sent to the senate and referred to the 
finance committee. 

On eight different days the bill was be- 
fore the senate on different motions, but it 
was not until December 2th that it was 
finally reported from the finance committee 
and permitted to lie on the table. On Jan- 
uary 23d it was referred to a special com- 
mittee of five, with instructions to report 
it in a week, one attempt having been 
made in-the meantime to have it. made a 
special order for a certain day. On Febru- 
ary ist the special committee reported the 
bill, which was ordered printed. It was 
not until February 8, 1861, that the bill was 
taken up in committee of the whole for dis- 
cussion, and then it was only read once. 
It was under actual discussion seven days, 
when passed by the senate on February 
2th. From that time until March 2d, it 
dragged through the slow process of con- 
ference, when it received the signature of 
the president and became a law. 

The tariff act of 1883 was attached by the 
senate for a purely internal revenue bill. 
After it had been reported from the finance 
committee it was under discussion in the 
senate thirty-three days. The house placed 
itself on record against the constitutional- 
ity of the action of the senate and did not 
discuss the bill. Conferees were appointed 
and the bill was five days in conference. 

The Mills bill was reportd to the house 
from committee April 2, 1886. It was de- 
bated fifty-two days. In the senate the dis- 
cussion occupied forty-one days, and the 
senate being republican, the bill was de- 
feated. 

The famous McKinley bill was. reported 
from committee April 16, 189. It passed 
the house after fifteen days’ debate. In 
the senate the bill was discussed forty- 
six days. 

The Wilson bill was actively before the 
house twenty-three days. In the senate 
the bill was reported from the finance 
committee April 2d, and the debate contin- 
ued until July 3d. 

From these figures it seems pretty sure 
that this tariff bill will not pass very séon. 
It has harder times ahead of it than any 
of its predecessors except the Morrill act. 
The first of September is a moderate

It was explained that this money would 
go to advertising, to the payment of sala- 
ries of clerks, superintendents, and to gen- 
eral operating expenses necessary to carry 
on the enterprise. Ex-President Waddell, of 
the society, gave a lucid explanation of the 
expenses required. He stated that he 
thought it would be an easy matter to real- 
ize that amount. At previous fairs the gate 
receipts had always amounted to $25,00v. 
The concessions would easily go up to $2,000 
and other sources of revenue wouid increase 
this amount. 

After some discussion it was decided to 
appoint a sub-committee to consult with 
the Atlanta people. ) 

This consultation was held, but there was 
no material result. The Atlanta committees 
were not authorized to act. There was a 
liberal spirit shown, however, in spite of 
apparent conservatism, and it was not dif- 
ficult to see that all present were in favor 
of holding the fair. 

The proposition of the executive commit- 
tee will be cansidercd by the chamber of 
commerce, by the city council and by the 
Atlanta Amusement Company. A fair com- 
mittee will be named with plenary power, 
which will meet with the Atlanta represen- 
tatives in two weeks, and then it will be 
known whether the fair will be held. 

There are bright prospects, however, and 
everything points to the successful outcome 
of the enterprise.

An interesting intervention was filed

James, 
who represents a number of bondholders 
aggregating several thousand dollars.

Leave is also asked of the court 
to amend the petition so as to show the 
true condition of affairs in the company, 
It is charged that many frauds and un- 
lawful transactions have been made in 
the management of the company and 
these, it is said, will be explained to the 
court as soon as the plaintiifs have op- 
portunity. 

The total amount of bonds represented 
by the plaintiffs in the bill aggregates 
the sum of $25,000. The plaintiffs in the

Havemeyer’s Dismissal Yielded No 
Benefit to Sugar Stock. 


LONDON BOUGHT ABOUT 12,000 SHARES 


Net Changes in Prices Were Narrow, 
but Are Mostly Losses, Some Few 
Stocks Showing Gains.

New York, May 27.—Opening Review: 
Slightly higher prices were apparent at 
the outset of trading in stocks, the more 
noteworthy gains being shown In the in- 
ternational shares in sympathy with Lon- 
don. Trading was in considerable volume, 
large blocks of leading shares changing 
hands. There was one transaction off 
1,800 shares of St. Paul at 75%. The coal- 
ers developed heaviness and receded frav- 
tionally on short sales induced by appre- 
hension as to the outcome of the argu- 
ment to be heard today as to whether the 
examination of the coal roads president 
shall be proceeded with under the anti- 
trust law. Some concessions were noted 
in the general list, but the losses were 
soorm recovered and a thighpr level, of 
values established.

Atlanta, May 27.—The market today has 
been very dull and utterly devoid of inter- 
est. Opening. quotations indicated a very 
steady market at a slight advance over last 
evening in response to rather favorable ad- 
vices from Liverpool, where futures closed 
at a net advance of about-a half point.

Colonel Wiison Was a 
resident of West End until his death 
which occurred several months ago In Hot 
Springs. Major Wilkinson, the plaintiff 
in the case, is a resident of College Park 
being one of the moving factors in the 
establishment of the little suburb. 

After the business was dissolved in Sa- 
vannah, Major Wilkinson claims he in - 
ed that Colonel Wilson make a iecinnann 
of the firm’s condition, so that a settle- 
ment could be made. This was refused, it 
is claimed, and the litigation was in- 
augurated in the courts. The case has 
been back and forth in the courts and 
before a special master, a judgment being 
recently given against Colonel Wilson in 
favor of Major Wilkinson in the sum of 
more than $25,000.

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IN WHICH TO PAY 


Fidelity Deposto Threaten War 
rants Against Officers, 


WARM MEETING LAST NIGHT 


Criminal Proceedings To Be Instituted 
if Payment is Refused. 


DEPOSITORS WILL EMPLOY COUNSEL 


Red Hot Resolution Was Introduced 
at Meeting of Depositors and a 
Committee Authorized To 
Act Was Appointed by 
the Chairman. 


Unless the depositors of the Fidelity 
Banking and Trust Company are paid with- 
in ten days, criminal proceedings will be in- 
‘stituted against all officers and directors 
who have been connected with the bank 
from its organization until the day of its 
failure. 

This announcement came last night from 
the depositors who met to discuss the sit- 
uation. The meeting was behind closed 
doors, but it is understood that some very 
caustic remarks were made in regard to 
the delay of the stockholders in arranging 
for the payment of depositors. 

The resolution giving ten days warning 
to officers and directors was introduced 
by Mr. Charles E. Hanye, a depositor. The 
resolution, it is said, was unanimously car- 
ried and the committee named in the reso- 
lution will meet at the bank this morning 
at 9 o’clock for the purpose of selecting 
counsel who shall represent the interests 
of the depositors. 

It has been initmated since the failure of 
the bank that the laws regulating the con- 
duct of banks have been violated and it 
has been openly charged that deposits 
were received by the Fidelity Banking and 
Trust Company, when it was known to the 
officers that the bank was insolvent. The 
delay occasioned by the stockholders in 
paying the deposit list has irritated the de- 
positors and the threatened action was 
taken last night. 

A bill is also in course of preparation in 
which the stockholders will be sued for 
the amount of their double liability under 
the bank’s charter. Unless some action is 
promptly taken by the stockholders, offi- 
cers and directors, it-is apparent that the 
affairs of the bank will become badly com- 
plicated and the statement has been made 
that a large portion of the assets is threat- 
ened with waste in the litigation that 
would follow such action. 

“There has been much delay in this mat- 
ter,"’ said a prominent stockholder last 
night after the meeting at the office of the 
bank. “We have waited patiently for the 
stockholders to take some definite action. 
We have accepted the only proposition that 
was made us looking toward a settlement. 
We did this in good faith. It seems the 
stockholders were only playing with us and 
regarded the matter as a joke. 

“We have now decided to take the nec- 
essary steps. We have been of the opinion 
all along that somebody was guilty of a 
violation of the law. We now intend to 
proceed against the officers and directors 
in a criminal court and we will push the 
case just'as far as it becomes necessary,”’ 

The resolution adopted by the depositors 
last night is as follows: 


“Resolved, That a committee of five, con- 
sisting of W. W. Kirkpatrick, C. E. Hanye, 
H. H, Schaul, J. T. Buchanan and J. B. 
Tate be appointed, whose duty it shall be to 
look specially after the interest of the de- 

ors. They shall, if they see fit, empioy 
counsel to protect the depositors against 
any illegal transactions by the officers and 
stockholders of the Fidelity Banking and 
Trust Company, and this committee ig 
hereby directed to notify within three days 
every stockholder and officer of said bank 
who are now officers and stockholders of 
said bank or have been since the organiza- 
tion of the bank, that an agreement was 
made by the stockholders at a meeting held 
April 22d to pay the depositors in full with- 
in six months, in four payments, viz: One- 
fourth in thirty days, one-fourth in sixty 
days, one-fourth in four months and one- 
fourth In six months, each stockholder giv- 
ing notes to the receiver for the full 
amount he is liable. 

“That agreement was presented to the 
depositors at a meeting held April 25th, by 
@ committee consisting of W. W. Draper, D. 
H. Livermore, A. L. Holbrook and . M. 
Everett, and unanimously accepted by the 
depositors. We are now informed that the 
agreement to place with the receiver suffi- 
cient solvent notes to pay in full the depos- 
itors mot been done, nor has sufficient 
funds been placed in the hands of the re- 
ceiver to make the first payment. That if 
the agreement as entered into is not carried 
out and soivent notes placed im the hands 

receiver to pay the depositors in full 

. cTiminal proceedings will 

be instituted against all officers and @irec- 

tors of said bank who were connected with 

said bank from its beginning to the pres- 
ent time who have violated the lew.” 

Mr. H. H. Schaul was elected chairman 
of last night’s meeting and Mr. Charles 
Hanye was secretary. The entire situation 
was freely discussed and the depositors 
were in session several hours. 


The special committee appointed from the 
depositors will meet this morning and se- 
lect an attorney and decide upon the man- 
ner in which the officers and directors shall

In going jn with the 
prisoner he had locked the door on the in- 
side and taken the keys with him. 

There could be little doubt that the man 
shrieking for help was the turnkey, for it 
was certain he was inside the prison, and if 
it was not he in trouble some answer would 
have come to all the questions yelled 
through the bars by the officers. 

The question was, how to go to the un- 
lucky turnkey. It would take hours to 
break down the door or through a window. 

“‘Murder! Help!’’

~TSHRIBKED FOR HELP| CITIZENS CRITICIZE 
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COURTHOUSE DEAL 
New City Hall Cannot Be Used for Any 
Other Purpose. 


MANY OPPOSE THE CONTRACT 


Think the City Should Be Allowed To 
Do as She Pleases. 


THIS ISSUE MAY BRING ON A HEATED FIGHT 


Bond: for Title Provides That City 
Must Not Use Courthouse but 
for City Hall. 


A clause in the bond for title from the 
county to the city, transferrirg the county 
courtEcvuse for city hall purposes, has met 
with decided objection. 

The objectionable clause states that the 
city is to use the courthouse building only 
for city hall purposes so long as the coun- 
ty shall use the proposed new courthouse 
fer ccurthouse purposes. The contract 
binds the city for an unlimited pcriod, as 
will be seen by reference ‘to the bond for 
title, and this is what has caused many 
persons to protest against the trade, 

It has been stated by several that the 
city council has no right nor authority to 
make a binding contract of this character 
and it is quite probable that a fight will 
soon be made upon the issue. Those op- 
posing the contract say the deal was prob- 
ably just what the city needed, but they do 
not propose to see the city bound to main- 
tain the city’s home in the present court- 
house, believing the city might have occa- 
sion to change its domicile should the ne- 
cessity ever arise. 

“The present courthouse,” said a gentle- 
man yesterday, “after it is remodeled and 
repaired, will fill every want for the pres- 
ent. But suppose the city outgrows its 
quarters? Suppose the 200,000 mark is 
reached within the next ten years? Shall 
the city be required to live in that building 
after it has outgrown the lot and probably 
the entire block? I think it’s mere child’s 
play for the city to sign an agreement 
like the one that has been signed. I am 
against it and I know there are many 
others who did not know anyching about 
that clause in the bond for title." 

It is contended that t® county will have 
a buiding which will be suited to the needs 
of the county officials for many years to 
come, while the present courthouse is now 
only large enough to accommodate the city 
comfortably. 

The contract which has caused the pro- 
test states that the city, as one of the 
considerations in the contract, shall use 
the building sold by the county as a city 
hall so long as the new building is used by 
the county for a courthouse. 

“I don’t know what other people think,” 
said Alderman Dimmick yesterday, “but 
speaking for myself, I wish to say that I 
do not favor the city obligating itself in 
any manner. We don’t know when it 
might be desirable to change the home of 
the city, and it’s bad policy to sign an 
agreement such as has been signed.” 

The reason why this clause was inserted 
and incorporated in the bond for title from 
the county to the city, was that the officials 
who signed the paper were anxious that 
the homes of the city and county be al- 
ways as close together as possible. It is 
hardly possible that anything else was in- 
tended by the commissioners, who say 
their only idea was to place the two public 
buildings as conveniently together as could 
be arranged. Another point which, no 
doubt, was considered, was that the county 
courthouse would not be located near a 
building which could be used for a manu- 
facturing plant or some business that 
would interrupt the courts which were in 
session.

~ MUST BE CHANGED 


City Engineer Says the Proposed Railroad 
Stracturels Too Light. 


A Conference Was Held Yesterday. 
Points Were Discussed. 


OBJECTION ALSO MADE TO THE GRADES 


That Matter, However, Can Be Ar- 
ranged by Spending More Money 
in Lengthening Approaches. 


The city engineer and the bridge com- 
mittee are not thoroughly satisfied with 
the Mitchell street viaduct submitted by the 
- Southern railway. At a conference held 
a@t the city hall yesterday afternoon the 
city officials pointed out some objections 
which they have. They say that the via- 
duct is too light. They want the beams, 
the buckle plates and other parts made of 
heavier steel. 

The plans provided for a viaduct seventy- 
five feet wide with two roadways, each 
twenty-five feet wide and two foet walks, 
each twelve and one-half feet wide. The 
city engineer says that sixty feet would 
be wide enough. That would give one 
roadway forty feet wide and twe foot 
walks each ten feet in width. 

Objection is also made to the grades on 
_ the approaches. The grade on the eastern 
approach is 7 per cent. By extending this 
approach 100 to 10 feet, the grade would 
be avoided and the bridge entrance on that 
end would be nearly level. The city en- 
gineer claims that a mistake of 100 feet 
has been made in the length of the west- 
ern approach, and says that if this is cor- 
rected the grade will be reduced to 4 per 
cent, which is acceptable. 

The engineer suggests some extensions of 
the retaining walls on both approaches. All 
the matters will be gone over carefully 
tomorrow at the conference. What differ- 
ence the proposed changes will make in the 
cost is problematical. Some of the work 
is much too light to suit the city engineer, 
who would have it doubled in weight. 

Third Vice President Gannon, of the 
Southern, is coming down, but no infor- 
mation has been received about Mr. Spen- 
cer coming, and he is not looked for.

The official verdict of the court martial 
convened to try Captain Henry Romeyn 
was received at Fort McPherson yester- 
day morning.

It 
is printed in small type and covers four 
pages, each charge filed being paragraphed 
and the decision of the court martial fol- 
lowing each. 

On the last page is printed the verdict 
dismissing Captain Henry Romeyn, of the 
Fifth regiment, infantry, from the army. 

Just underneath this decision is the pres- 
ident’s order, setting aside the verdict of 
the court, stating that on account of the 
brave record, long service and time nearing 
for retirement Captain Romeyn is allowed 
to continue in the service of the country 
until June, when he is to retire on half 
pay.

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Hoskins Can Preach No More on 
the Streets, 


HE DENOUNCED THE CHRIST 


And Held the Bible Up To Aldicule 
and Contempt 


‘HIS TRIAL IN THE POLICE COURT 


The Recorder Decides That He Was 
Violating a City Ordinance by 
Obstructing the Street—Sen- 
sational Evidence—Hos- 
kins’s Statement. 


The voice of the itinerant street preacher, 
who denounced the Bible as a myth and 
Christ as an imposter, has been silenced 
upon the streets of Atlanta. 

By a decision in the recorder’s court yes- 
terday afternoon, made by Judge Andy 
Calhoun, in the case of W. W. Hoskins, 
charged with disorderly conduct and ob- 
structing the streets, the city of Atlanta 
has virtually proclaimed that there shall 
be no public denunciations of the accepted 
religion of the Christian people. In spite of 
the declaration in the constitution of the 
United States, giving the right of free 
speech, the incorporated city will refuse 
the legal permit for any person to stand 
upon the public thoroughfare and defame 


the Bible. 

For thirty nights Hoskins has stood up- 
on the corner of Peachtree and Marietta 
streets and sought to lessen the faith of 
the recple in the Holy Bible and to show 
them that Jesus Christ was an imposter 
and not the Son of God. He became bolder 
and bolder in his declarations until the 
matter began to be commented upon by the 
good people of the city who accepted the 
Bible as the revealed word of God. The 
police commissioners looked into the mat- 
ter and the chief of police decided to re- 
voke the permit which had been given 
Hoskins to’ preach on the streets. Tuesday 
night Hoskins was notified by Sergeant 
Poole that his permit had been revoked 
and he must cease his preaching. He did 
so for a short while. but began again just 
to make a test case of the matter, and he 
Was arrested and the charges of obstruct- 
ing the streets and disorderly conduct were 
made against him. 

The Infidel in Court. 

Hoskins’s trial took place in the police 
court yesterday afternoon. He was repre- 
sented by Attorney Gowdy and entered a 
plea of not guilty. The courtroom was 
packed with an eager and curious audience. 

Patroim .r Whitley testificd that Hos- 
kins had gathered great crowds around 
him, taking up sometimes fully half the 
street. He hed heard the man say the Bible 
was false and that Christ was a humbug. 
People who had heard him had become very 
ix dignant and on several occasions there 
was talk of laying violent hands on the 
syreaker. 

R2v. R. S. Stephenson stated that he lis- 
tened to Hoskins talk one Sunday afternoon 
end heard him say that Christ was an 
imposter. He saw Hoskins tear leaves from 
a copy of the Bible and throw them around 
as he denounced the book as false. The 
crowd was not orderly and could not be 
called a religious gathering. 

Denunciation of Christ. 

Patrolman Kitchens testified that he 
heard Hoskins say that Jesus Christ was 
én “imposter, a liar, a hypocrite.” 

Sergeant Poole told how Hoskins was ar- 
rested, giving all the circumstances of the 
arrest ana Hoskins’s conduct. Hoskins, the 
sergeant said, wanted to be arrested, so he 
stated, because he wished to make a test 
case and then sue the city for damages. 

Chief Connolly made a statement about 
the granting of a permit to Hoskins. “I 
saw Hoskins at my house,” said the chief, 
“and gave him the permit not knowing 
what kind of preaching he intended to do. 
If I had known how he was going to talk 
I would have refused the permit.”’ 

“Then you are holding a religious cen- 
sorship over Atlanta,’’ remarked Attorney 
Gowdy. 

“As the chief of police,’’ replied the chief, 
“TIT am holding the power to preserve good 
order upon the streets of the city.”’ 

Two negro men testified that they heard 
Hoskins say that the Bible was a fraud, 
and Christ a hypocrite and humbug. 

“He said,’ remarked one of the negro 
witnesses, ‘“‘that God was a fool if He wrote 
such a book as the Bible. I thought the 
fellow who was talking was a ‘fool his 
self.” 

Hoskins Makes a Statement. 

Hoskins made a statement to the court. 
He began to go into the detalls of his re- 
ligious creed, or rather irreligious creed, 
but the recorder stopped him whenever he 
got too blasphemous. 

‘I most emphatically deny,” said Hos- 
kins, “that I ever said Jesus Christ was a 
liar and a bastard. I have always con- 
tended that He was the legitimate son of 
Mary and Joseph, but not any son of God, 
And I wish to say, parenthetically, that it 
is a strange thing there should be brought 
up against me two negroes as witnesses. 
It is no stigma upon me to say that I am a 
fool, for even the Bible says that God has 
‘chosen the foolish thing to confound the 
mighty.’ I never said that the Bible ought 
to be burned, but I have said that it should 
not be taught in the schools. I contend 
that there are portions of the Bible which 
two ladies cannot sit and read together 
without blushing. I have made no refilec- 
tion on woman, but on the Bible. I have 
never declared that God was a fool. I have 
stated that the Bible was filled with con- 
tradictions, and have quoted parts of it 
which I will now read.” 

As Hoskins opened up his 
courtroom, the recorder leaned 
quickly and said: 

“No, no, Mr. Hoskins, I did not wish to 
have you read from the Bible in here. It is 
not at all necessary.” 

Attacked the Bible. 
“Then you admit that you have been at-

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Our Minister to Japan Stops in Chicago 
on His Way West. 


SAYS THE WAR SHOULD STOP 


He Looks for a High Tariff To Bring 
Prosperity—It Will Help To 
Raise Wages.

Colonel Alfred EB. Buck is well on his way 
to San Francisco and no doubt will be glad 
when he is safe on board ship outward 
bound. He reached Chicago on Tuesday and 
there was promoted to “general” by the 
newspapers of that city. 

A representative of The Times-Herald in- 
terviewed him and drew from the repub- 
lican boss some strong expressions on Cuba 
and the tariff. Colonel Buck is an earnest 
Cuban sympathizer. Speaking of the situa- 
tion on the island he said to his interviewer: 

Wants To See Cuba Free. 

“IT should like to see the Cubans recog- 
nized as insurgents. Had I been in the sen- 
ate I should have voted for the resolution 
which was passed today by that body. I 
believe that the sympathies of President 
McKinley are with the Cubans, but his 
action must be guided by facts.and inti- 
mate knowledge of the situation, while his

position imposes grave responsibilities. I 
believe the president will act promptly and 
justly according to his information and the 
rights of hurranity. 

“My steamer will stop at Honolulu, but 
not long enough for me to study conditions 
there as I should like to do for ’my own 
gratification, not officially, for I. have no 
commission to make such an inquiry. I be- 
lieve that Hawail ought to belong to the 
United States, fer its interests and people 
are most closcly allied to us. It ought to 
belong to us, too, for our own benefit, and 
unless such a step is taken by this govern- 
ment the affairs of that island will always 
remain unsettled and may become a bone 
of hostile contention. I regard its posses- 
sion a necessity for us, and I regard the 
Nicaraguan canal as a still more impor- 
tant necessity. Not to speak of it as a 
naval stronghold, ite possession and com- 
pletion are demanded from a commercial 
standpoint, for the quick transportation 
of our products‘and especially the products 
of the south, to the Pacific. 

Adjuncts to Prosperity. 

“Prosperity,”” continued Colonel Buck, 
“to revive prosperity we must have an ade- 
quate tariff measure. The Dingley bill, as 
it passed the hiuse, would restore pros- 
perity and set the mills and other indus- 
tries in motion, and insure a sufficient reve- 
nue to carry on the government without 
any talk of the issuing of more bonds. 
Start the factories and other industries 
will thrive, and money will force itself,into 
circulation, 

“Idleness is always a danger. People 
out of work are as likely to go wrong as 
right. It ts hard to reason with a man 
when he and his wife and children are 
hungry. The higher the wages of labor 
the better for the country. 

‘‘There is one phase of.our industrial con- 
dition which needs thoughtful considera- 
tion. You cannot perpetuate a republican 
form of government except upon the foun- 
dation of intelligence and moral culture. 
Good government cannot exist with ignor- 
ance, and when you reduce wages so that 
an ordinary laboring man cannot live in 
comfort and educate his children there is 
danger. He loses his pride in the govern- 
ment and its institutions and all his own 
higher aspirations. 

“The ballot, to be safe and an instrument 
of progress, must be intelligent and vir- 
tuous, and when by poverty and ill-paid 
toll you drive self-respect out of a man 
then there is danger to the government.”

pleasant. He compliments Veal highly on 
the showing he made in the parade. Chief 
Joyner wishes it understood he is not the 
man to go around causing disturbances no 
matter how insignificant. 

Chief Joyner does not deny he was dis- 
Pleased on account of the probability of 
having to march with negroes. only 
report he objects to is that he was mad 
when he called on Veal and that there 
came near being a fight, which was pub- 
lished in yesterday’s Constitution. 

What Chief Joyner Says. 

“Chief Connolly came to my office Tues 
day,” said he, “and after discussing the 
matter we decided to protest against Veal’s 
negroes and carts marching between our 
departments in the patade. We decided to 
lodge our complaint with the mayor and 
went to his office for that purpose, but he 
was out, and we left word with Mr. Weis- 
senger, his secretary.

THE END IS NOT YET 


More Litigation Will Probably Follow 
in Roland Reed Suit. 


HE MUST WAIT FOR HIS MONEY 


Southern Will Contest the Verdict and 
the End Is Yet in the Dark, 
Dim Future. 


From the manner in which Roland Reed, 
Miss Isadore Rush and Mrs. Myers, who 
recently received a verdict in Macon for 
damages against the Southern railway, are 
reported to have talked about their cases, 
it would seem that they are of the opin- 
ion that all that remains for them now 
to do is to go after their checks, but the 
railroad men of the city seem to think 
differently. 

A prominent railroad man in speaking 
of the case yesterday said that it would 
be a long time before the money which 
has been awarded to the actor and ac- 
tresses reaches them. It is the consensus 
of opinion in the city that the Southern 
will undoubtedly make a motion for a new 
trial in the case. 

This will be heard before Judge Pardee, 
of New Orleans, and will be some time 
before he decides whether or not the road 
is entitled to a new hearing of the case. 
In the event that it is so decided the 
case will revert to the court of Judge 
Emory Speer, in Macon, and there all 
of the evidence which was gone over a 
few days ago will be repeated. 

As it took abou. two years for the 
case to be reached the first time. it is 
likely that a length of time equally as 
great will elapse before the second trial 
is reached. It is the opinion of the rail- 
road men that long before this time has 
elapsed Roland Reed and the two ladies 
will be willing to accept a compromise, 

Mr. John M. Slaton. who aided the plain- 
tiffs in the case. was seen yesterday. He 
said that every possible advantage was 
given the railroad in the hearing of the 
case and that if any errors. of law had 
been mede they were on the side of the 
railroad. He stated that on this account 
he did not believe a new trial will be 
granted in the case if it is applied for. 

“The charge of Judge Speer,’ said he, 
“was full. able and impartial. Very few 
points were made in the case and they 
were generally resolved in favor of the 
railroad. The court. for instance, stated 
to the jury that it was his opinion that 
the case was not one for heavy damages, 
but in spite of this eleven of the jurors 
were in favor of giving heavier damages 
than were given. All error was careful- 
ly excluded and the jury was composec 
of men of the highest standing and many 
of them were men of large means. 

“Of course the case can be taken to the 
court of appeals at ‘New OWeans for 
correction of errors of law. and should 
a new trial be granted we believe that 
heavier damages would be imposed at a 
second hearing. If the court of appeals 
thought that the writ of error was taken 
out for the purpose of delay it could im- 
pose ten per cent additional damages as

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WASRICEDRUGGED 


WHEN HE SIGNED? 


Serious Charge Is Brought Against One 
of His Daughters. 


HIS WIDOW FILES CAVEAT 


Wants Her Husband’s Will Set Aside 
on, the Grounds of Fraud. 


SAYS THAT HIS DAUGHTER DRUGGED HIM 


Rice Was Seventy-Eight at Time of 
His Death and Only One Child 
Was Made Beneficiary. 


The last will and testament of the late 
Wiley Rice, which was probated in common 
form in the court of the ordinary, has been 
attacked by a caveat which was filed yes- 
terday by several daughters of the de- 
ceased, his son and widow. 

Wiley Rice died several months ago, Jeav- 
ing what was purported to be his will. The 
document was probated in common form by 
T. C. Williams, as executor. The will show- 
ed that it was executed on March 26, 1897, 
being filed a few days after this @ate. 

It is now claimed that this will was not 
the will of Wiley Rice: The caveators claim 
that the will was secured by the exercise of 
undue influence and fraud and that the 
document was signed while Rice was under 
the influence of some opiate and when he 
was not of sound or disposing mind. 

Rice was a prominent citizen of Buck- 
head, where he resided for a number of 
years. He was well-to-do, having -accum- 
ulate@ an estate worth several thousand 
dollars. This estate. as shown by the will, 
was left almost entirely to his married 
daughter, Mrs. Ollie Maudlin, and it ts 
against thé conduct of this child that the 
petition filed yesterday complains. 

The caveat asks that the will be set aside 
for a number of reasons. It is claimed that 
it is not the will of Wiley Rice, but the 
will of Mrs. Ollie Maudlin, who was guilty 
of procuring for him the opiate under whore 
influence the will is said to have been 
signed. It is asked to be set aside for the 
alleged reason that Rice died intestate and 
it is shown that (Mrs. Maudlin was the prin- 
cipal beneficiary by the document purport- 
ing to be his last will and testament. 

At the time of his death Rice was seventy- 
eight years ld. He had been living for a 
long time at the home of P. C. Mcintyre, 
but a short time previous to his death it 
is claimed. that Mrs. Maudlin influenced him 
to make her house his home. It is charged 


that Rice had been the victim of the use of 
opiates for a number of years, but for sev- 
eral months had not been allowed to have 
any of the paisonous drugs. When he was 
carried to the home of Mrs. Maudlin, it is 
said. she and her family secured the drugs 
for him for the purpose of getting him un- 
der its influence so that he would be easily 
induced to sign the will. It is charged that 
it was under these circumstances that the 
wil! was signed. 

The caveat was filed yesterday by Attor- 
neys Mitchell & Mitchell, and the hearing 
promises to develop many § interesting 
facts in the sensational case. Rice was 
well-known and generally respected in the 
community in which he lived. 

The testimony of Mrs. Maudlin has not 
been published in the court of ordinary, 
and as she resides out of the city, her 
statement could not be secured last night. 
It is said the caveat wili be resisted on the 
grounds that the will was signed by Rice 
while he was of sound and disposing mind, 
and the charges that undue influence was 
used will be denied. The case will come 
up for hearing at the next term of the 
court of Judge Hulsey.
